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5.E.C. Won't Pay Rate Bill 


Council Pushes for 


| Court 


Fight 


The State Electricity Commission has 
sent back the bill for rates sent to it by 


the Altona Shire Council. 


Now the council has yoted to try to get the 
courts to force the SEC to pay the rates—or remove 
its briquette dump from north of the Paisley railway 


station. 

And in its battle to clean up 
Altona’s air pollution problems, 
the council on Monday night rati- 
fied a plan to set up a big pub- 
lic inquiry. 

The inquiry board will open 
a public probe soon to hear com- 
plaints from Altona ratepayers. ° 

Industry will also be invited 
to give evidence. 

The council had sent the SEC 
a bill for $1031.40 for rates on 
the briquette dump at Paisley. 

Councils cannot normally 
claim rates from Government- 
owned land. 

But the shire council wants to 
claim rates on the SEC briquette 

_dump on the grounds that the 
Victorian Government has said 
that any correspondence over 
the dump should be referred to 
the SEC and not the Govern- 
ment. . 

The council, in past meetings, 
has decided that this means 
that the Government ‘“‘does not 
own the SEC,” and is therefore 
rateable. 

On March 3 the shire’s valuer 
had given a net annual valua- 
tion of $12,850 and on pro-rata 
from February 27, the rate at 
13.5 cents amounted to $1031.40. 

When the rate notice was re- 
turned with it was a short note 
from the secretary of the SEC 
saying 


“TI refer to your letter dated 
March 3, 1967. This property is 
being used for the purpose of 
the Commission’s operations and 
therefore is not assessable for 
general rates. Rate assessment 
notice No. 6205 is returned here 
with.” 

Cr. G. den Dulk urged the 
council to take legal action over 
the rate claim. 

“Tf they don't agree we can 
test it in court.” 

He said: ‘The council has- set 
aside extra money for legal ex- 
penses, so we can use that.” 

The shire secretary, Mr. J. 
W. Waters, said: ‘The SEC is 
smart. They returned the rate 
notice to us.” 

“It means that we cannot do 
anything about it for two 
months,” 

Cr. den. Dulk said the time 
could be used for preparing a 
case against the SEC. ‘We 
have to get the legal people in 
on this, 

“They can state a case to the 
SEC and’ if they don't agree, we 
can test it in court,” Cr. den 
Dulk said. 

The council unanimously passed 
a resolution to hand the matter 
over to the council's legal ad- 
visors to state a case to the 
SEC, and take the Commission 








to court if necessary. 


More Complaints of 
Dirt and Smells 


Twelve more people have 
complained of black deposits, 
smoke and smells. 

Their complaints have added 
to the growing list of claims 
against local factories and in- 
dustry which is said to have 
caused the troubles. 

The Altona Shire Council is 
gathering the material for a 
massive crack-down on the in- 
dustries which do not try to 
stop polluting the air. 

The shire council—by setting 
up its own board of inquiry, and 
of its planned measures against 
guilty industries-may make 
legal history in the State. 

In his latest report to the 
shire council, the senior health 
inspector, Mr. J. Mellors, said 
the 12 most recent complaints 
had included eight cases of 
black deposits, one of smoke, 
two of smells, and one other 
which he“did not specify. ° 


NOTES FILED 

Standard procedure had been 
carried out, he said. 

The industries had been noti- 
fled, investigations carried out 
and the revelant information re- 
corded. 

“It is of interest to note that 
a new source of possible air pol- 
lution is now in operation, One 
complaint in respect of this was 
received,” Mr. Mellors said, 

Inspection of premises which 
Ne to the due north of the Foot- 
scray City Quarry showed that 
the interior and exterior of these 
premises are coated with a fine 
layer of what appeared to be 
white or light grey stone dust, 
he said, 








Notification to the city en-” 
gineer of Footscray has been 
sent and a reply received. 


ODOURS 

On investigation of the area 
after receipt of complaint, the 
noticeable odours were detected, 
Mr. Mellors said. 

Replies from industries in the 
area state that operations were 
“normal.” The questions that 
now arise are:— 

(a) Do the odours occur when 
plant operations are normal; 

(b) Do the odours ‘originate 
from other sources. 

The answers to these questions 
are not easy particularly as the 
odours are not continuous and 
meteorological conditions are 
constantly varying, Mr. Mellors 
said. 


BLACK DEPOSITS 
All of the complaints received 
regarding black dust deposits 
originate from dwellings to the 
north of Geelong railway line and 
west of Millers Road. 


REPLIES 
Eleven replies have been re- 
ceived; : ‘ 

Nine in respect of odour com- 
plaints (all stating plant in nor- 
mal operation); 

One received regarding quarry; 

One received regarding black 
deposits stating that the par- 
ticular industry was not the 
source; 

In addition—four acknowledg- 
ments received relating to com- 
plaints of black deposits. 

Routine air sampling has been 
continued and meteorological 
data collected, Mr. Mellors said.

S.E.C. says it has”

While the row over the dust from the 
Paisley briquette dump continues, the SEC 
says it has gone to great lengths to over- 


come the problem. 


The council had written to the SEC on January 
18 asking whether the depot could be shifted to 


another suburb. 


The SEC replied— 

The Commission is conscious 
of the difficulty associated with 
the handling of solid fuels such 
as briquettes and has gone to 
great lengths and considerable 
expense to overcome it. You 
will recall that the chairman, 
Mr. W. H. Connolly, explained 
to the deputation of council rep- 
resentatives and local residents 
in May last year that the depot 
was essential to provide a fuel 
storage for the Newport power 
station and as a fuel reserve 
for the power station and in- 
dustry in the event of normal 
rail supplies being interrupted. 

“It was also mentioned that 
the volume of briquettes expec- 
ted to be handled at Paisley 
will gradually diminish as gener- 
ating plant capacity in the La- 
trobe Valley increases. 

“The council may be assured 





that the Commission will con- 
tinue fo do all it can to mini- 
mise dust emission fram the 
depot and, if at any time the 
council has any further proposals 
which it considers could allevi- 
ate the problem, the Commis- 
sion will be prepared to five 
these full consideration. 


“The Commission considers 
that as it is taking every pos- 
sible measure to minimise the 
emission of dust, it is unable 
to accept responsibility for al- 
leged damage nor does it con- 
sider that the State Government 
should be requested to do so. 

“The Commission has no need 
for a briquette depot similar to 
that at Paisley and consequently 
has no plans to establish another 
depot elsewhere in the metro- 
politan area,” the SEC letter 
concluded.

1967 compared with 41,500 in 
1966. Legislation is being intro- 
duced for the payment of 
$24 million over three years 
for the cost of teacher-training 
eollegés for State Governments. 

At least 10 per cent of the 
places in these colleges will be 
reserved for students who are 
not bonded- te State Education 
Departments. The -C.S.1.R.0. will 
now come within this Depart- 
ment which will also administer 
Commonwealth University Schol- 
arships. 

On Wednesday night Sir Mark 
Oliphant was guest speaker at 
a committee meeting concerned 
with National Development. He 
showed. a film concerning the 
use of atomic energy for peace- 
ful purposes, with special refer- 
ence to its use in the construc- 
tion of artificial lakes, dams 
and canals.

FIVE WEEKS IN 
NEW GUINEA 


Robert Waters, Seaview Cres., 
has resumed studies at R.M.LT. 
after what he describes as five 
weeks in New Guinea. Robert 
was one of about 100 Australian 
students who took part in a 
Volunteer Assistance Program 
organised by N.U.A.U.S. 

His party of five, students 
from Adelaide, Melbourne, New- 
castle and Brisbane were dele- 
gated to Kerevat High School 
about 20 miles to the west of 
Rabaul in New Britain. 

Kerevat High School has an 
enrollment of 200 native boys 
and 200 native girls. Robert's 
duties included assisting the 
teaching staff, planning of amen- 
ities (Robert is an architecture 
student) and the construction of 
some basket -ball courts. The 
students are all boarders and 
work at manual chores before 
and after school each day. They 
made a good work force for 
a hillside and surfacing the play- 
ing area with pumice. 

For one week Robert was re- 
sponsible for sporting activities 
for the boys—in groups of 40. 
He found them nimble footed 
and exponents of basket ball, 
athletics (sprinting mainly), 
Australian Rules football. 

Spare time was found to ex- 
plore and view the colourful 
and picturesque country side— 
to bedy surf in the rolling break- 
ers—climb an extinct volcano 
‘Katupi* and observe steam and 
sulphur fumes emitjing from 
fissures. 

For a few ‘days in Rabaul 
the students stayed at a ‘stag- 
ing camp’ set up in an obsolete 
Council building but at Kerevat 
High schoo! they oecupied a resi- 
dence formerly occupied by a 
master of the school—a Mr. J. 
Waters, of Melbourne.

Letter to the Editor 


Dear Ratepayer, 

Here we have some very im- 
portant news about Red Cross 
which may interest you. The 
progressive total of the 1967 Red 
Cross Appeal has now reached 
$256,636, - 7 

Red Cross is helping refugees 
in Viet Nam. Mr. V. G. Rower, 
who is general secretary of the 
Western Australian Red Cross, 
left Melbourne in January to 
take, part in the Refugee Relief 
Operation, organised by the 
League of Red Cross Societies 
in New Guinea. Mr. Rower is 
a member of the Australian Red 
Cross team in Viet Nam. In 
his letter we received we read 
the following report— 

“E have been appointed by the 
head of the League Mission, Mr. 
Olof Stroh, to work with an 
American team which has al- 
ready been in the field for six 
months. Its members have 
gained invaluabie experience in 
this most complex operation and 
they are about to expand their 
operations to include all the refu- 
gees in this province, estimated 
at about 20,000. 

“We are ‘at present caring for 
approximately 11,000 refugees in 
14 camps. I am now one of the 
“mass care” specialists on the 
team and my duties are broadly 
food, shelter and clothing.” 

In Melbourne, Red Cross pic- 
ture library’s prints will be on 
display. Mr. Eric Westbrook, 
director of the National Gallery 
of Victoria, will officially open 
an exhibition of prints from the 
Red Cross picture library at the 
Argus Gallery, Latrobe Street, 
on Wednesday, (March 29, at 
5.30 p.m.

Newport Win Baseball 
Grand Final 


“Thursday, March 23, 1967. 





In one of the most exciting and tension-packed 
baseball grand finals seen for years, Newport defeated 
‘Sunshine 7-6 in the tenth innings to win the 1966-67 


Victorian Summer Baseball Association premiership. 


The lead changed five times during 
the game as first Newport then Sunshine 
took control of the game at various times 
-—~but Newport's superior play under 
pressure saw them emerge victors. 


Harry Douglas’ pitching for Newport lifted the 
whole team to one of their best wins for many years 


and proved an old saying that “you are never beaten 


till the final bell.” 


Newport's team was Harry 
Douglas pitching to Reg Simpson 
(captain), Ray Salter at first’ 
base, Barry Ockwell at second, 
Tom Gray third, Terry Forrester 
shortstop, Barry Cleary leftfield, 
John Maher centre and Bill 
Middlemass rightfield. ~ 


For Sunshine Bill Shepherd 
threw to John Viney, Kevin 
Moffat at firstbase, Col McKenna 
second, Red Haxby third, Lindsay 
Barnes shortstop. Tom Jones at 
leftfield, Norm Phillips centre 
and Ron Sutherland rightfield. 


Sunshine batted first and were 
retired quickly when Ren Suther- 
land was caught by Newport 
firstbaseman Ray Salter and 
pitcher Harry Douglas struck out 
Lindsay Barnes and John Viney. 


Newport went to bat and Tom 
Gray was easily caught by Sun- 
shine centrefielder Norm Phillips. 
Salter walked for Newport and 
a safe hit by Reg Simpson put 
Newport in a scoring position 
with Salter on third. Douglas 
hit to leftfield and Newport took 
the lead over Sunshine 1-0. 


With two out in the second inn- 
ings Rod Haxby for Sunshine hit 
safely to rightfield but Newport 
retired the next batter. 


Newport again threatened Sun- 
shine when Gray hit to short- 
stop and made first safely and 
Salter hit to leftfield, but they 
were unable to carry on with it. 


Harry Douglas was still on top 


; of the Sunshine batters in the 


third innings when he struck out 
the last two to make it three up, 
three down for the innings. 

Bijl Shepherd pitching for Sun- 
shine got the upper hand’ on. the 
Newport batters and also made 
it three up, three down. 


With two out in the fifth Colin 
McKenna walked for Sunshine 
and was pushed round to third 
when Shepherd hit to centrefleld, 
but this was short lived when 
the next batter was put out by 
the infield. 


Newport came te bat and with 
one down Terry Forrester made 
second base on a hit, stole third, 
but froze when Sunshine once 


jagain held Newport out. 


The fifth innings saw both 
pitchers hold control of the game 
with three outs for both in as 
many batters. 





At this stage of the game 
both sides were playing well, 
with Newport slightly shading 
Sunshine through their better 
Ditching and batting. 


A very controversial decision 
by the firstbase umpire put Sun- 
shine rightfielder and lead-off 
batter on first, and when Lindsay 
Barnes bunted and made second 
on a wild throw, Sunshine were 
in their best position to score 
for the match. A ‘ground bali 
by Sunshine’s John Viney to 
Newport second bagger Barry 
Ockwell levelled the scores at 
1-1. McKenna flied out to make 
it one down for Sunshine, but 
a missed fly ball in the outfield 
brought in Sunshine’s second run 
to take them ahead 2-1. Barnes 
was caught napping at third and 
was put out by. Douglas and 
even though Haxby hit safely 
to leftfield, Sunshine did not add 
to their score. 


Newport batted in the sixth 
and Ockwell went to first base 


on Sunshine’s error. With: one 
down Newport leftfielder Barry 
Cleary pushed Ockwell round on 
a sacrifice hit, but Newport did 
not score. 


Sutherland -hit to leftfield for 
Sunshine, but with one down 
Barnes was out to a well taken 
fly at leftfield by Cleary. and 
Sutherland was out when he was 
tagged after oversliding second. 


Bill Middlemass, Gray and 
Salter were quickly retired by. 
Sunshine to end Newport’s 
seventh innings. 


At the top of the eighth inn- 
ings McKenna’s fly ball to the 
Newport centrefielder was drop- 
ped and he made second. Salter 
relieved Douglas on. the mound 
and when Shepherd was caught 
by Douglas, Newport seemed to 
have regained controi of the inn- 
ings. However, Haxby hit to 
leftfield again and Sunshine went 
further ahead 3+1. 


Newport batted in the bottom 
of the eighth innings and when 
the first two batters, Simpson 
and Douglas, hit safely Shepherd 
was replaced at Sunshine pitcher 
by Barnes. Ockwell dropped in 
a sacrafice hit to push the two 
Newport runners around and the 
crowd were on their toes. New- 
port centrefielder John Maher 
came to bat and swung and hit 





the bail almost out of sight to 
leftfield to score a home run 
with two on. This put Newport 
back in the lead. 


The pressure was now back on 
Sunshine. They had to score in 
the ninth or lose the game. Harry 
Douglas returned to pitch for 
Newport and the first Sunshine 
batter grounded out to shortstop. 
Tom Jones hit to leftfield and 
the next batter struck out to 
make it two down. Then Barnes 
hit to centre and Jones scored 
to tie the game. Wild throws 
allowed Barnes and Viney to 
score and Sunshine took a two- 
run lead at the top of the ninth.

out. Newport badly needed two 
runs to stay in the game and 
when Gray walked and Simpson 
hit a three bagger to rightfield 
Newport were one run behind. 
A wild pitch by Barnes scored 
Simpson and the game was six 
all at the bottom of the ninth. 


In the tenth Harry Douglas re- 
tired the first three Sunshine 
batters and Newport came to bat 
needing one run to win the game.

Mr. MERV LEE MAKES MAIDEN SPEECH 


Following is the maiden speech made 
by Mr. Merv Lee, Member for Lalor, in the 
House of Representatives on Tuesday, 


March 7— 


“Mr. Deputy Speaker, | thank God for the op: 
portunities that have been given to those who live in 
this-young country of ours, for the opportunities that 
have been given to me, and particularly for the privi- 
lege that ! now have of serving the electors of Lalo: 


in this Parliament. 


“I would like to congratulate 
the Prime Minister (Mr. Harold 
Holt) on the return of his team 
to office with a truly remarkable 
majority. Indeed, had it not been 
for the record of the Govern- 
ment and the confidence of’ the 
electors in the policies presented 
by him I would not be in this 
House tonight. I have the honour 
—for a short period at least— 
of taking the place of a truly 
great Australian in the person 
or the Honourable Reg Pollard. 
I am sure that we all respect 
him for the way in which he 
fought for those principles in 
which be believes. He holds a 
distinguished military record in 
the First World War and was a 
member of the Victorian Parlia- 
ment from 1924 to 1932. As a 
member of this Parliament since 
1937 he served on countless 
committees. As honourable 
members know, he was Minister 
for Commerce and Agriculture 
after the end of the war, from 
1946 to 1949, 


“I am well aware of the re- 


-sponsibilities that are mine as 


the representative of this large 
and diversified electorate, Sir. 
I notice that according to the 
electoral rolls I represent as 
many electors as there are in 
the combined total of three elec- 
torates in Tasmania. That must 
surely mean that I could have 
three times as much to say as 
any ‘one of the members rep- 
resenting those electorates. ‘I 
hope that this will not be so, for 
already I have come to the con- 
clusion that some honourable 
members are on their feet too 
often and for too long. 
: 


“Just prior to the Second 
World War I was recruited to 
the Commonwealth Public Ser- 
vice, and I often used to sit in 
the. public galleries in this 
House to listen to the members 
of the day. One was my prede- 
cessor as member for Lalor, the 
Honourable Reg Pollard. Other 
notable members of the time 
whose names I recall were the 
late J. A. Lyons, W. M. Hughes 
A G. Cameron and G A. Street, 
whose son sits next to me in 
this chamber. Sir Robert Men- 
zies and the present Governor- 
General were members of the 
Cabinet ‘ at the time. Other 
greats: whom I had the privilege 
of listening to were the late John 
Curtin, Norman Makin and the 
late Eddie Ward. There are a 
few well known members of that 
time still with us today. 


“Listening to those men in pre- 
war days Uttle did I think that 
I too would have the privilege 
and honour of speaking in this 
House. I can well remember 
how thrilled I was on one occa- 
sion to meet the late John Cur- 
tin, who, in my memory, was 
one of the greatest men ever to 
have entered this chamber. I ex- 
perienced a great thrill in those 
teenage years. I wonder today 
what lasting impressions are be- 
ing made'in the minds of young 
people who come into the gal- 
leries of this chamber. This af- 


ternoon some school childrer 
‘were in one of the galleries. | 
‘wonder what they thought a: 
they looked down on us. We 
should realise that we are un 
der very close scrutiny. I be 
lieve that we must remain con 
scious of the fact that debates 
in this chamber are broadeas 
over national radio stations. We 
must be aware that what we say 
is reported by journalists in the 
Press Gallery. Daily, more anc 
more tourists come to Canberr 
many of- whom visit the Parlia 
ment. It is only too easy for u 
to give the impression which wa: 
reflected in a remark to me b: 
a friend during the electio: 
campaign, who said: ‘Politics i 
a dirty game; I hope you fail. 
What is the reason for this un 
favourable reaction by the pub 
lic to those whom they elect t 
this Parliament? Why do peopl 
select governments and then re 
fuse to pass referendums whicl 
the governments feel are in the 
genuine interest of the public’ 
The Press, radio and televisior 
people have big responsibilities 
if they will only report us as 
they see us, truthfully and well 
they: will do Australia a grea’ 
service. It is up to us to im 
prove our image. I  wonde1 
whether some of the trouble 
stems from the fact that the pub 
lic generally is unaware of the 
amount of work entailed in par. 
liamentary representation. 


“I find that I have to trave 
long .distances and spend many; 
hours in my electorate making 
myself available to people a 
all times. Is this picture accur 
ate or after a while do we al 
get away to the Gold Coas 
whenever we can? I sincerel; 
hope that the latter is not th 
picture in the electorate of the 
average politician. It is higl 
time we took stock of ourselves 
Through the country Press, | 
hope at least to give a repor' 
on doings and to let the people 
sum up the situation for them 
selves. 


“T felt that the honourable 
member for Grey (Mr. Jessep) 
did a great service when he 
told us last week a little abou! 
his electorate. May I take this 
opportunity of saying something 
about my electorate which, a: 
honourable members probabls 
know, takes its name from Pete: 
Lalor, a very famous man whe 
was leader of the miners a 
the time of the Eureka Stock 
ade in 1854 but who, withir 
twelve months, was elected 
the legislature of Victoria, ser 
ving for twenty-seven years, in 
cluding terms as Speaker and as 
a Minister of the Crown. The 
electorate of Lalor is one of thi 
most rapidly growing dlectarate: 
in Australia, the number of vot- 
ers having increased since 195! 
by 149%. This is the ‘greatest 
percentage gain in any elector- 
ate with the exception of th 
Australian Capital Territory.

I tell them that the electorate 
embraces the north western and 
western fringes of the Melbourne 
metroplitan area. It is an area 
where vast industrial expansion 
is taking place and, coupled with 
it, enormous residential devel- 
opment. In common with all 
rapidly developing areas it pre 
sents great opportunities but also 
great problems, One of the 
greatest problems is that of 
housing, about which I will say 
more later. At this stage, how- 
ever, I must stress: that the 
electorate also embraces . some 
very rich farming and grazing 
country from Lancefield, Wood- 
end and Broadford in the north 
to. the Werribee area in thé 
south. The electorate also takes 
in the rapidly developing areas 
of Whittlesea, Thomastown and 
Fawkner and the ‘suburbs of 
Glenroy, Broadmeadows, Nidd- 
tie, Sunshine ‘and Altona. So 
will see 
that as the member for Lalor 
I will have to be all things for 
all men. 


“The intense activity through! 


rout the electorate has thrown 


a severe strain on local govern- 
ment. I pay tribute to coun- 
cillors and staff in the new 
areas. I know that the honour- 
able member for Maribyrnong 
(Mr. Stokes) will agree with me 
when I say that often in recent 
weeks we have been called to go 
to naturalisation . ceremonies 
where 70, 100 or 120 people at a 
time have been naturalised. This 
happens often and entails extra 
work for council staff in these 
areas. What a wonderful job 
they do. 


“There is a preponderance of 
young people around the fringe 
of Melbourne, as I suppose 
there is in all cities of Austra- 
lia. The Government has a 
great responsibility to these folk 
as they become members of the 
work force and as they marry 
and endeavour to establish them- 
selves in their own homes. This 
is a very thrilling time for young 
people, yet it can bea very 
difficult time as they set out in 
life together.

men and women of today for the} 


realistic way in which most of 
them go about overcoming their 
difficulties. Because I know 
something of. what is going on 
at this rather homely and‘ per- 
sonal level among our younger 
citizens I was delighted to hear 
of the Government's plans to 
liberalise the benefits of the 


homes saving grant scheme and |: 


to rectify some of the anomalies 
discovered in the legislation. I 
am sure that if they cast their 
minds back honourable mem. 
bers will recall the days when 
they had not long married and 
were struggling -to buy a home 
or even to put a deposit on a 


‘block of land, The Homes Sav- 


ing Grant Act is and will con- 
tinue to be a very great help 
to young people. 


“Recently the daily Press has 
given a good deal of publicity 
to conditions obtaining in some 
migrant hostels. Something has 
been said on the subject in 
another place [the Senate]. I too 
would like to say something. 
There are two imigrant hostels 
in my electorate, as I have 
quickly discovered. Yesterday I 
took the opportunity of inspec- 
ting’ the hostel at Brooklyn. I 
went along without giving prior 
notice and I believe that I saw 
the establishment under normal 
conditions. Certainly it is a hos- 
tel geared to accommodate large 
numbers of people’ at a minimum 
cost, but it is intended to pro- 
vide temporary accommodation 
only. I understand that the aver- 
age stay at these hostels through 
out Australia is about 35 weeks. 
My inspection of the Brooklyn 
migrant hostel satisefid me that 
this hostel at any rate is both 
clean and comfortable. Having 
inspected the menus.and the 
kitchen I am sure that the meals 
would be of very good standard. 
Perhaps the worst feature would 
be the closeness of this hostel 
to an industry from which comes 
an offensive smell,, but I should 
like to say that plans are al- 
ready under way to replace this 
hostel with a new one at Spring- 
vale. In the meantime, Brook- 
lyn hostel is being kept as com- 
fortable as possible for incom: 
ing migrants whose entry to this

BLUE HYDRANGEAS FOR CHRISTMAS 


Hydrangeas will 


months yet, but it will soon be time to 
start thinking of what to do. 


Start to work on your plants about June-July. 
The first point to remember is that some varieties 
are bad bluers and others are good bluers. 


You must first select your 
varieties carefully, and then ad- 
just the soil to their require- 
ments, Good blueing varieties 
include Red Emperor, Arthur 
Blue and Daphne. 


To get blues the soil must be 
acid and it must contain some 
freely available aluminium. A 
little iron helps, also. Hf your 
Hydrangeas are in pots, make up 
a solution of ib. aluminium and 
4oz. of iron sulphate in five gal- 
jons of ,water. Water each pot 
plant well and apply while the 
soil is wet, two cupfuls of the 
solution to each plant. Do this 
every three weeks from June 
until the plants are in bloom. 


If the plants are in the open 
garden use four cupfuls over 
the rooting area of each plant 
each fortnight until flowering. 

Tf you have reds and would 
like them an even stronger red, 
try applying %40z. epsom salts to 
each plant each month for three 
months. 


An easier way to get blues is 
to obtain some mountain soil 
from an area where Hydraneas 
are an intense blue and replace 
some of your own soil with it.
